This remark- 
ably rapid work was possible only because 
of the facilities at hand which permitted the 
work to continue without a stop from the 
time the complete designs and specifications 
were delivered at the factory until the album 
was packed and transported to its destina- 
tion by the express company. Relays of 
workmen were engaged day and night, Sun- 
day and holiday. Considering the amount 
of detail work which was embodied, it was 
truly a rush order which was in every way 
creditable to the enterprise of the company, 
none the less so from the fact that the 
financial returns fell considerably short of 


the cost.

Maine’s Precious Stones. 





Annual Report of the Bureau of Indus- 
trial and Labor Statistics. 

WasHINGTON, D. C.. March 26.—Some 
interesting facts concerning tourmalines and 
other gems in Maine are given in the last 
annual report of the Bureau of Industrial 
and Labor Statistics for the State of 
Maine. Mount Mica, in the town of Paris, 
as a mine of precious stones, was discovered 
in 1820 by Elijah J. Hamlin and Ezekiel 
Holmes, two students at Paris Hill Acad 
emy, who had become interested in the 
study of mineralogy, and in their search for 
minerals on the ledges adjacent to the vil 
lage, accidentally stumbled upon it. As they 
climbed up over the smooth and denuded 
surface of the rock, they were astonished 
to observe many crystals and fragments of 
crystals lying exposed upon the bare ledge 
and sparkling in the rays of the sun. These 
they carefully gathered, and tracing others 
to the earth below the ledge, they eagerly 
turned up the soil in search of hidden treas 
ures. Thirty or more crystals of remark 
able beauty and transparency rewarded the 
labors of the students. All around the brow 
of the ledge, large masses of rose lepido 
lite, splendid groups of crystallized quartz 
of white or smoky hues, black crystals of 
the oxide of tin, broad folie of glistening 
mica, transparent crystals of green and red 
tourmalines, lay scattered about in pro- 
fusion. 

Two years after the discovery, the two 
younger brothers of one of the discoverers, 
Cyrus and Hannibal Hamlin, made a blast 
in a rough way. The explosion threw 
out large quantities of bright colored lepi- 
dolite, broad sheets of mica and masses of 
quartz crystals of a variety of hues. As 
the surface was removed from a decayed 
place in the exposed ledge, great numbers 
of tourmalines were discovered in the de 
composed feldspar and lepidolite. Exca- 
vating still farther the boys found some 
tourmalines of extraordinary size and 
beauty. In all they obtained more than 20 
splendid crystals of various forms and hues 
One of these was more than 2% inches in 
length by nearly 2 inches in diameter. Sev- 
eral others possessed extraordinary beauty, 
and some of them were quite 3 inches in 
length and an inch in diameter. The colors 
of these tourmalines were chiefly red and 
green. In 1825 Professor Shepard, of Am- 
herst College, unearthed a still richer 
pocket than the one described, and in 1863 
Professor Tenney of Williams College, un- 
earthed another pocket containing quite a 
number of tourmalines. Among them was 
a large rubelite or red tourmaline, 14 ounces 
in weight and probably, at the time, the 
finest and largest specimen known. 

In 1871 the ledge was worked for its de 
posits of mica for commercial purposes 
About 300 tons of rock were removed to a 
depth of eight feet. Many fine tourmalines 
were destroyed and lost in this wholesale 
slaughter of the ledge. At about this time, 
through the efforts of Dr. Augustus C. 
Hamlin, of Bangor, the Mount Mica Co. 
were formed for the purpose of developing 
the riches of the mine. In 1881 two crys- 
tals were found of marvelous beauty. They 
were each about 3% inches in length and 
7% inch in diameter. In 1882 an exhibition 
of Mount Mica minerals was given on 
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Paris Hill at the Academy hall, and as an 
exhibition of the lithia group of minerals

rHE JEWELRY INDUSTRY OF ILLINOIS. 

WasuinoctTon, D. C., March 22.—The sta- 
tistics of manufacturing industries for the 
State of Illinois for the census year 1900 
are about to be published by the Census 
Office. 

The report will show among other things that 
there are seven establishments in the State de- 
voted to the manufacture of clocks, with a total 
capital of $183,422, employing 247 wage earners, 
who received $112,868 in wages during the cen- 
sus year. The value of the output in that year 
was $369,766. There are 40 establishments de- 
voted to electroplating, capitalized at $95,382. The 
value of the work turned out in 1900 was $336,985. 
In the manufacture of jewelry 31 establishments 
are listed, employing a total capital of $754,122, 
of which $678,972 is in cash and sundries, and 
$75,159 in tools, implements and machinery. The 
number of wage earners is 484, and they annually 
receive the sum of $341,266. The total miscella- 
neous expenses in 1900 amounted to $257,386, while 
the cost of the materials used was $801,638. The 
value of the product in 1900 was $1,601,308, 

Four establishments are engaged in lapidary 
work, with a total capital of $56,200, of which 
$49,000 is in cash and sundries, and the balance 
in tools, implements and machinery. The number 
of wage earners employed during the census year 
was 20, and they received during that time 
the sum of $11,962. Miscellaneous expenses dur- 
ing that year amounted to $4,150, the cost of ma- 
terials to $98,990, while the value of the work 
turned out was $149,372. 

There are 15 establishments engaged in the man- 
ufacture of optical goods, capitalized at $112,956, 
of which $86,557 is in cash and sundries. The 
number of wage earners is 150 and wages to the 
amount of $70,261 were paid in 1900. Miscella- 
neous expenses totaled $23,215, the cost of ma- 
terials used being $98,168, while the value of the 
output was $272,347. 

In the manufacture of plated and britannia 
ware three establishments are listed in the re- 
turns of the Census Office. The total capital in- 
vested in this branch of industry is $465,219, the 
number of wage earners being 222, receiving $86,- 
126 in wages. Miscellaneous expenses amounted 
to $35,998, the cost of materials to $141,343, while 
the value of the output was $365,323. 

There are in Illinois three establishments de- 
voted to the manufacture of watches, employing a 
total capital of $6,353,411, of which $2,652,312 is 
in cash and sundries, $2,548,581 in machinery, 
tools and implements, $812,518 in buildings, and 
$340,000 in land. Wage earners to the number of 
2,578 are employed and they received in wages 
during the census year the sum of $1,384,152. 
Miscellaneous expenses in 1900 amounted to $119,- 
040, and the cost of materials used to $246,392. 
The value of the output during the census year 
was $1,839,792. 

It is shown that there are four establishments 
engaged in the manufacture of watch cases, with a 
total capital of $730,894, of which $333,718 is in 
cash and sundries, $158,941 in machinery, tools, 
and implements; $200,685 in buildings and the 
balance in land. The number of wage earners em- 
ployed is 407, and wages to the amount of 
$170,919 were paid in 1900. Miscellaneous ex- 
penses were $21,389, the cost of materials used, 
$294,491, while the value of the output during the 
census year was $560,934. 

The number of establishments engaged in the 
manufacture of watch and clock materials is three, 
with a total capital of $17,200. Thirty-eight wage 
earners are employed, receiving in wages the sum 
of $23,100. The value of the output was $40,040. 

There are also in the State 943 establishments 
devoted to watch, clock and jewelry repairing, em- 
ploying a total capital of $771,533. There are 656 
wage earners employed, receiving annually the 
sum of $366,731 in wages. The value of the work 
turned out during the census year was $1,462,079.

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The Amended Polishing Bill. 





Prompt Work of the Jewelers’ Committee 
Prevents Its Passage by Legislature. 


Che Ahern bill, introduced by Assembly- 
man John F. Ahern, of Troy, which was 
discovered by THe CrIrRCULAR-WEEKLY, as 
told in detail last week, met its death in 
the Judiciary Committee of the Senate, of 
the New York Legislature. This bill, as 
already told, was an amendment to the Pol 
ishing law, inserting simply the words 
“tripoli’ and “‘rouge’’ among the abrasives 
mentioned in the act, through which the 
act would have had the effect of forbidding 
jewelers employing any females at all or 
males under 18 years of age in their polish- 
ing or buffing shops. The bill, as amended, 
read: 

“Employment of women and children at polish- 
ing or buffing—No male child under the age ot 
18 years, nor any female, shall be employed in any 
factory in this State in operating or using any 
emery, tripoli, rouge, corundum stone or emery 
polishing or buffing wheel. The owner, agent or 
lessee of a factory who employs any such person 
in the performance of such work is guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined the sum of $50 for each such violation. The 
factory inspector, his assistants and deputies, shall 
enforce the provisions of this section.” 

How the bill was discovered, the quick 
action of the Manufacturing Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation, and the work of their committee 
who reached Albany just in time to have 
the bill referred to the Judiciary Committee 
of the Senate, was told in full in the last 
issue of THe CrrcutaArR-WEEKLY. The Ju- 
diciary Committee gave a hearing on the 
bill, Tuesday, March 25, but it was 7:50 
o’clock in the evening before the jewelers’ 
committee consisting of president Charles 
R. Jung, of the Manufacturing Jewelers’ 
Association, and L. H. Stern, of Stern 
Bros. & Co., had a chance to express them- 
selves as to the merits of the bill. The 
time given for argument was very brief, 
and only one was heard on each side. A 
representative of the American Federation 
of Labor spoke in behalf of the amendment, 
telling of the mortality that had resulted 
from the use of abrasives, and claiming that 
rouge and tripoli should be included among 
those with which women are forbidden to 
work. L. H. Stern spoke on behalf of the 
‘jewelers and, in a few words, showed how 
a prohibition against those two sub- 
stances would work material harm _ to 
the entire jewelry trade and how, under 
present conditions, with exhaust fans 
and dust collectors, there was abso- 
lutely no danger of injury to the 
health of operatives in jewelry shops in 
any way. After the hearing, Messrs. Jung 
and Stern were assured by some of the

Dear Sir:—The Manufacturing Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation of New York, comprising all the manufac- 
turers of the State, begs to protest against the 
passage of Assembly Bill No. 1636, advanced to 
the third reading in the Senate and referred back 
to your Committee, as detrimental to the interests 
of the jewelry industry, and which would be the 
means of depriving from fifteen hundred to two 
thousand self-supporting women, earning from 
$10 to $15 per week, of their employment. 

All the factories of these manufacturers are 
equipped with exhaust fans and dust collectors, 
making the business of polishing void of anything 
injurious to health in the slightest degree. 

Ninety per cent. of the polishing of jewelry is 
done by women who have spent from three to five 
years in apprenticeship. ihe discharge of these 
people, under the provisions of this bill, would be a 
hardship and would also throw out thousands of 
journeymen jewelers in every factory, as there 
would be no skilled male polishers to take the 
place of women for from two to three years to 
come 

We beg that you will give this protest your care- 
ful attention. The Committee will be pleased to 
answer all questions necessary at the hearing on 
Tuesday afternoon next.

Diamond Rings. 

Wausau, Wis., March 25.—Emil J. 
Pepke, principal in the famous 14 Diamond 
Ring case, has been a guest in this city, 
his old home. Mr. Pepke carries a watch 
charm with a history. It is a steel-encased 
28-caliber Mauser bullet, which he carried 
in his body for six days. One day, while 
going through the rice fields of Luzon with 
his regiment, he was shot by a Filipino, 
the ball passing through two ribs and a 
lung, its course being stopped by the ribs 
on the opposite side. Mr. Pepke has sold 
six of the 14 rings returned to him by the 
Government after the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court. Collectors 
of curiosities bought them. 


Suspected Robbers Released for Lack of 
Evidence. 

St. Paut, Neb., March 22.—Evidence in- 
troduced in the preliminary examination of 
John Riley, George Lytle and Charles 
Adams, who were accused of robbing M. 
C. Petersen's jewelry store, at Danneberg, 
proved insufficient to hold them for court, 
and they were acquitted. None of the 
goods stolen have been recovered, and with 
the acquittal of these men all clue to the 
robbers is lost. A corrected estimate of 
Mr. Petersen’s loss placed the amount at 
about $800. 


Death of George Kaller. 

New Or.eans, La., March 25.—George 
Kaller died, March 20, after a lingering ill- 
ness. He was 59 years of age. Mr. Kal- 
ler was one of the oldest members of the 
Louisiana Field Artillery.

Louis Meier Finishes the First Tower 
Clock Ever Constructed in Detroit. 
Detroit, Mich., March 28.—Louis Meier, 

a jeweler and clock maker at 1557 Gratiot 
Ave., has just finished a timepiece for the 
tower of the St. Anthony’s German Cath 
olic Church. It is the first tower clock 
ever made in Detroit and occupies a space 
in the store six feet long, 6% feet high, 
three feet wide, and weighs 2,800 pounds 
The dials are six feet in diameter. The 
clock will strike the quarter hours on bells 
weighing 800 and 3,000 pounds. When Mr 
Meier learned that the members of the 
church proposed to install a clock in the 
tower, he set about to secure the contract, 
although somewhat doubtful of his ability 
to construct such a timepiece. Those who 
have seen it say it is a very creditable piece 
of work. 

A few years ago Mr. Meier gained con- 
siderable notice by constructing a geograph 
ical clock by means of which it was possible 
to tell the time at any place in the world. 
This clock, which was constructed by Mr. 
Meier, was sent to the Paris Exposition, and 
is now in Toledo, where a company have 
been organized to manufacture it. 


Postmaster Kills Jeweler, in Self Defense, 
He Officially Reports. 

Ciayton, N. M., March 28.—W. E. 
Searles, a jeweler, was killed, by postmaster 
John R. Guyer, during a shooting affray 
which began in the post office, Wednesday.

AT THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 
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Death of Martin W. Carr. 

Boston, Mass., March 29.—Martin W. 
Carr, head of M. W. Carr & Co., jewelry 
manufacturers, in the suburb of West Som- 
erville, died at his home, 74 Craigie St., 
Somerville, Friday morning. He was one 
of the prominent citizens and held a high 
reputation in the local jewelry trade. 

Mr. Carr was born in North Easton, 
March 9, 1829, receiving his education in 
the schools of that town. At the age of 
12 years he commenced work in the Ames 
shovel factory, where he worked for 10 
years, a part of the time being beside ex- 
Governor Ames. At the age of 23 he went to 
North Attleboro, where he learned the jew- 
elry business. Mr. Carr’s Boston business 
was established in 1868. It began in a small 
way but from the nucleus of one single 
room grew rapidly. 

For a number of years the firm occupied 
a large building, from top to bottom, on 
Lancaster St., near Merrimac St. Associated 
in business with him, for a long time, was 
Louis B. Carr, who for years was manager 
of the firm’s office in New York. Another 
son, Eugene P. Carr, was also, for years, 
general manager of the manufactory, while 
still another son, Fred. M. Carr, was man- 
ager of the machine department, 

Mr. Carr came to Somerville in 1864. He 
was the son of Caleb and Chloe (Parker) 
Carr. He was a direct descendant of Rob- 
ert Carr, who was Governor of Rhode 
Island in 1692. Mr. Carr served the city of 
Somerville as an Alderman in 1880 and 
1881, previous to which he served two terms 
in the Common Council. For a long time 
he was a member of the school committee 
of that city. He was a member of John 
Abbot Lodge, F. & A. M.; Somerville Chap- 
ter, R. A.; Coeur de Lion Commandery, K. 
l.; the Central and Mystic Valley clubs, 
the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanics’ 
Association and Excelsior Council, Royal 
Arcanum. Mr. Carr married Miss Emily 
srackett, daughter of Joseph G. and Lucy 
(Butterfield) Brackett, of Quincy. 


“Boston’s Father Time” Celebrates His 
91st Birthday. 

Boston, Mass., March 25.—William Guy 
Langdon, “Boston’s Father Time,” as he 
has come to be familiarly known to his as- 
sociates, celebrated his 91st birthday, yester- 
day, by arriving unusually early at his 
shop at 89 Court St. and working until un- 
usually late, to make up for the absence of 
his assistant, who failed to put in an ap- 
pearance. Besides enjoying the distinc- 
tion of having upset the adage about the 
fourscore years and 10, Mr. Langdon is 
peculiar in that he can claim either Maine 
or Massachusetts as his native State. He 
was born on March 24, 1811, at Wiscasset, 
in what was then known as Massachusetts, 
and expects to die here. 

At 16 years of age, Mr. Langdon left 
Wiscasset and came to live with his grand- 
father on Fleet St. and Langdon Place. He 
pastured his grandfather’s cows on Copp’s 
Hill and in the meadows along the water 
front. for a time, and then turned his at- 
tention to learning the trade he has follow- 
ed since. In 1832 he opened a small watch 
and clock repair shop on Court Ave., and 
has been steadily engaged in the business 
ever since. He has been called upon to 
testify frequently as an expert, and his opin- 
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ion is eagerly sought in nearly every case 
where the value of a clock is in dispute. In- 
quiries come to him from all parts of the 
country and he is generally looked upon as 
an authority. 

Since the death of his wife, about 16 
years ago, Mr. Langdon has been practically 
alone in the world, except for a grandson 
who is in the livery stable business in Dor- 
chester. He had two children, but has sur- 
vived them both by many years. Notwith- 
standing that he has amassed a competence, 
Mr. Langdon does not believe in taking his 
ease, but works along alone, believing that 
old age is no excuse for a man to stop 
work. 

“I come from a long-lived family,” said 
Mr. Langdon, to a reporter, “and have 
never used tobacco or alcoholic liquor in 
my life. My father was killed accident- 
ally when 82 years old. He was working 
actively at his trade of chandler when he 
got a fall that killed him. He was in per- 
fect health at the time and might have lived 
many years more. My grandfather was 
over 90 years old when he died and my 
grandmother was injured by a cow, at the 
age of 93. My father’s brother was mar- 
ried at the age of 91, but he did not live 
much longer. Thus you can see that in 
nearly every case my ancestors’ long lives 
were only cut off by accident and if noth- 
ing happens to me I may live longer than 
any of them.” Mr. Langdon’s workshop 
abounds with many unique specimens of his 
handiwork. Clocks of all kinds and pat- 
terns are to be seen on every side and an 
interesting day could be spent in looking 
over his treasures. 











Police Secure Man Alleged to Have Swin- 
died Merchants on Jewelers’ Names. 
Boston, Mass., March 25.—Two Boston 

jewelry firms, Smith, Patterson & Co., 52 

Summer St., and the Shreve, Crump & 

Low Co., of Tremont and West Sts., while 

not having lost any property, are at the 

same time much gratified at the arraign- 
ment in the Superior Criminal Court, to- 
day, of Joseph Roach. The defendant was 
held in $5,000 for trial later. Roach 
attained prominence in this city about two 
years ago, when, by representing himself as 
being in the employ of the two different 
jewelry firms referred to, he was able to 
obtain nearly $1,500 worth of silk from two 
Boston silk firms. He claimed, so it is said, 
that the two jewelry firms wanted the silk 
to line show cases and boxes used in their 
stores. The goods were obtained about the 
middle of the month, and as the bills were 
not rendered until the first of the following 
month the discovery of the fraud was not 
made until that time. In the meantime, 

Roach had “jumped” to New York and, 

later, to Philadelphia. He was arrested 

in that city and sentenced to the Eastern 
penitentiary for two years. On account of 

good behavior he was released on March 24, 

but was immediately arrested by Inspector 

Shields, of the Boston Bureau of Criminal 

Investigation, and brought to this city. Em- 

ployes of Smith, Patterson & Co. and the 

Shreve, Crump & Low Co. will appear as 

witnesses for the prosecution when the case 

comes up in the Superior Criminal Court.

_ important step 
Improvement of the toward the bet- 
Consular Service. terment of the 
sular service of the 
United States has been taken by the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations in 
reporting favorably the Lodge bill, provid- 
ing for the reorganization of the consular 
service. In submitting the report, the com- 
mittee laid special stress upon the fact that 
the need for a reorganization of the service 
has become more apparent with each suc- 
ceeding year, and that this was - par- 
ticularly true of the last two years, 
which have witnessed such an_ enor- 
mous increase in American exports, this 
increase occurring chiefly in manufac- 
tured articles of the most varied kind. In 
the opinion of the committee, as expressed 
in their report, it is clearly in the interest 
of our industry and commerce that every- 
thing which the Government can do to 
facilitate the expansion of our export trade 
should be done, and no argument is needed 
to show that the consular service ought to 
be a most efficient instrument in promot- 
ing American exports and in aiding our 
industry and commerce to find new mar- 
kets. No one who has examined this ques- 
tion can fail to be convinced that we ought 
to obtajn a much higher degree of effi- 
ciency in our consular service. The chief 
trouble ljes not in the character or ability 
of our consuls, but in the defective sys- 
tem under which they are appointed. The 
Lodge bill aims to correct this evil by 


con- 


assuring a greater permanency of tenure, 
promotion for good service and original ap- 
pointments to the lowest grade of 
sulates of men, whose fitness for the service 
has been, in a measure, tested by examina- 
tion. The bill also makes an important 
and much needed change by abolishing all 
fees, wherever practicable, and giving to 
the consuls a proper salary. In response 
to the demand of business men and as a 
potent means of promoting our export 
trade, the legislation embodied in the 
Lodge bill should prompt action 
at the hands of Congress.

DISCOVERY AND DEFEAT OF THE AMENDED 
POLISHING LAW. 


New York, March 31, 1902 


Editor THE JEWELERS’ CiRCULAR-WEEKLY : 
Ihe Manufacturing Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion of the City of New York begs to 


acknowledge the obligation it is under to 
you for the prompt notification you gave it 
in regard to the proposed amendment to the 
polishing law, an amendment that would 
necessitate the discharge of all women pol- 
ishers. 

Your promptness in discovering the bill 
and calling our attention thereto enabled -us 
to send a committee to Albany in time to 
obtain a hearing on the bill before it came 
up for final passage by the Senate. 

The action our Association . took 
none too quick, as on the Committee’s ar 
rival in Albany the bill had already passed 
the Assembly, had gone to Senate, where it 
had reached a third reading without refer- 
ence to a committee. 

Our representatives arrived just in time 
to lodge a protest and had the bill referred 
to the Judiciary Committee and a date set 
for the hearing. At this hearing, on Tues 
day evening, after an exhaustive argument 
before the Judicial Committee by our rep- 
resentatives, the Judicial Committee found 
the bill was without merit and did not again 
report it. 

For the timely discovery of this amend- 
ment to the polishing laws, not alone our 
Association but the trade in general is in- 
debted to you, and on behalf of the Man- 
ufacturing Jewelers’ Association we extend 
to you our many thanks.

Creditors of M. S. Fleishman & Co. 
Offered 15 Cents on Dollar. 
Cuicaoo, Ill., March 28.—An offer of 15 
cents on a dollar has been made to creditors 
of M. S. Fleishman & Co. and some of 
them have already signified their inten 
tions to accept. The Jewelers’ Association 
and Board of Trade advise their members 
who are interested to accept the offer. This 
refers to the old firm, not to the present 
corporation of M. S. Fleishman Co., who

Charles F. Reitling, agent, Carlisle, Pa., 


March 25, filed a voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy. His liabilities amount to $6,- 
281, while his assets are $300 worth of 


machinery, tools and other personal prop- 
erty. He has been adjudicated a bankrupt. 
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Two Decisions Regarding the Free Entry 
of Personal Effects. 

According to a decision rendered Monday, 
at New York, by the Classification Board 
of General Appraisers, articles included 
among the personal effects and baggage of 
an American tourist arriving from abroad, 
which he had purchased in a foreign coun 
try to distribute as presents upon his re 
turn home, are not properly exempt from 
duty. The case arose over a protest of J 
McDonald Peacock. The articles in ques 
tion, he claimed, have been a part of his 
baggage on the voyage. He admitted that 
he had purchased them abroad as presents 
for those at home. It was shown that the 
value of the items did not in the aggregate 
exceed $100. Duty was levied at the rate 
provided for beaded articles on a part of the 
articles in question and the remainder was 
assessed as manufactures of metal. 

Mr. Peacock based his contention for the 
free entry of the items on the provisions of 
Paragraph 697 of the Tariff Act and the 
proviso to the paragraph. This paragraph 
exempts from duty wearing apparel and 
personal effects constituting the baggage of 
and actually accompanying a tourist arriv 
ing from a foreign country. The proviso to 
Paragraph 697 permits a resident of the 
United States to enter free of duty articles 
of baggage purchased abroad within the 
limit of $100 in aggregate value. The 
Board, in their decision, say: . 

The body of the paragraph is limited to such 
articles as are in the use of arriving passengers 
and by its express terms shall not be held to apply 
to merchandise or articles intended for other per- 
sons or for sale. (Then referring to the pearl 
necklace case recently decided by the courts, the 
Board said:) The privileges of returning resi- 
dents of this country with respect to personal 
baggage must be sought exclusively in the proviso 
to Par. 697, which, so far as pertaining to the 
question at issue prescribes that in case of resi- 
dents of the United States returning from abroad 
all wearing apparel and other personal effects 
taken by them out of the United States to foreign 
countries shall be admitted free of duty, but no 
more than $100 in value of articles purchased 
abroad shall be admitted free of duty upon their 
return. 

lhe term “articles,” in the proviso to the 
paragraph, the Board construed to be lim- 
ited to baggage, and said: ““The accepted 
definitions of baggage confine the latter 
term to that which is personal to the pas- 
senger and exclude those things intended 
for larger or ulterior purposes.” The con- 
clusion was that the articles in question 
being intended for distribution as presents, 
were not entitled to free entry upon im- 
portation, as otherwise, the Board said, it 
would be almost impossible to lay down a 
rule of limitation. 

In another decision, rendered, Monday, 
on the protest of Charles H. Wyman, et 
al., the Board held that articles consisting 
of a pair of field glasses and a camera, 
which were inadvertenly left at a hotel in 
London by an American tourist and for- 
warded about a month subsequent to the 
latter’s arrival here, were entitled to free 
entry under the proviso to Paragraph 697. 

There is a specific provision in the body 
of the paragraph requiring that the articles 
exempt from duty shall actually accompany 
the tourist. The Board determined, how- 
ever, that the articles under controversy 
were of the character of personal effects 
of a tourist, and that the above-mentioned 
specific provision in the body of Paragraph 
697 did not extend to the proviso.

Sapphires In North Carolina. 


VALUABLE contribution to the liter- 
ature of the sapphire is that of Dr. 
Joseph Hyde Pratt, mineralogist of North 
Carolina, published as Bulletin 180, Series 
9, of the United States Geological Survey 
On page 9 of the paper he discusses two or 
three localities where it occurs in gneisses 
and schists. In Cowee township, Macon 
county, it is found in seams or layers in a 
hornblende (amphibole) gneiss, which is it- 
self derived from the alteration of an ig- 
neous rock (gabbro), the augite having 
been changed into hornblende, and the rock 
much sheared by pressure. The corundum 
shows plainly that it was an original con- 
stituent and not an alteration product. The 
other occurrence is even more interesting, 
as it shows the presence of corundum in 
gneisses and quartz-schists derived from 
sedimentary beds. These rocks extend 
along the crest of the Blue Ridge from Ra- 
bun county, Georgia, to Clay county, 
North Carolina, and carry bands or zones 
of corundiferous schist, conforming to and 


belonging with the rest. All these 
schists Dr. Pratt regards as very an- 
cient sandstones and shales, greatly ele 


vated, eroded, and metamorphosed; in the 
course of which changes the aluminous 
shales yielded first bauxite and then the 
excess of alumina crystallized as corundum.

CASUAL COMMENT. 


ON THE CURRENT HABIT AMONG THIEVES 
OF SMASHING JEWELRY STORE WINDOWS. 


The frequency and the number of window 
smashing thievings from jewelry stores, 
throughout the country, recently, make 
timely a reference to means for discourag- 
ing such goings-on. The news columns of 
Tue CrrcuLar-WEEKLY contain each week 
from one to half a dozen reports of store 
windows broken with muffled bricks or pav- 
ing stones or other sufficiently hard and 
heavy substances, to permit bold thieves to 
help themselves to more or less of the goods 
displayed within. As a rule, these risky 
operations have been in spite of—probably 
because of—the audacity of the operators, 
successful; the goods have been secured 
and the thieves have escaped. Arrests have 
followed, to be sure, but not in all cases. 

Therefore asks the average store propri 
etor: How am I to protect myself? 

Several methods have been tried and each 
is recommended by some one. For example, 
the jeweler may become a member of a se 
curity association and be thereby assured 
that he will have some immunity against 
thieves; but this method does not 


necessarily prevent the robbery and the at 
tendant inconvenience, except that the com- 
pany’s sign on the jeweler’s door will dis- 
courage professional crooks from doing their 
work. 


That the sign is very valuable for 





this purpose there is no doubt; experience 
has amply demonstrated it 

But will a tin sign, even of a powerful se- 
curity company, prevent a tramp or a des- 
perate man who is not a professional and 
who knows nothing of such things, from 
hurling a brick through my plate glass win- 
dow? This is what the jeweler wants to 
know. 

Well, it is doubtful. The chances are 
that it will not. The indications are that 
this sort of window smashing is done, in 
most reported cases, by men who are tempt- 
ed by the window displays and act on im- 
pulse, or else, on the contrary, they are old 
timers made desperate by “poor business” in 
their line, who assume the risk, whatever it 
may be, for the sake of the immediate pro- 
ceeds so plainly in sight. 


If this is so, then what can I do to save 


myself and my windows? That’s what | 
want to know, says the store proprietor. 
Sometimes jewelry store windows are 


made double, with two plates of heavy glass 
together, with the idea that this method in- 
creases the difficulties of breaking by means 
of a thrown brick or rock. 

Then there is the iron or steel grating 
that rises like a fence, inside the window, 
close to the glass, that is intended to pre 
vent a thief from getting anything from the 
window if he does break through. But cases 


have been known where a narrow smice be 
neath the grating was sufficient for the 
thieves: in other instances they have suc 


ceeded in reaching over the grating. Some

times such a grating is placed outside the 
window. But a grating is generally regard 
ed as more or less of a disfigurement to a 
ieweler’s window, no matter how artistic 
it may be. Nevertheless, a properly fitted 
grating is the best protection known. and it 
has prevented some robberies, even after the 
glass was broken. 

The habit some jewelers have of so dress- 
ing their windows that the more valuable 
articles are farthest from the glass, out of 
easy arm’s reach, leaving the cheaper goods 
at the front, should offer some discourage- 
ments to the prospective robber. 

There have been schemes for fastening all 
articles of much value, used in window dis- 
plays, in such a manner that they can be re- 
moved only from the inside of the store. 
This involves some trouble in the adjust- 
ment and few jewelers bother to use it; 
they prefer to take the risks. And when it 
is considered how many places there are in 
the United States where jewelry is sold, the 
number of window robberies is not so great, 
in percentage, as it appears in plain num 
bers. Therefore the average jeweler seems 
likely to take his share of the risk in the fu 
ture as he has in the past.

HUNTING FOR CUSTOMERS. 
HEN THE ONLOOKER next called on 
his friend the retail dealer, Mr 
Blank, the latter handed him some notes he 
had jotted down in leisure moments. THE 
ONLCOKER takes the liberty of 
them almost verbatim, for he believes the 
reader will concur in deeming them true and 
appropriate, even though not exhaustive. 
Mr. Blank has been very successful and has 
in experience of more than 20 years of re 
tail dealing behind him. During these years 
he has seen his business develop from in 
significance until to-day it is one of the 
largest and most widely known establish- 
ments in the line. It is a pity that Mr. 
Blank did not continue the notes but let 
them stop abruptly, just when he had fairly 
got into the subject. Perhaps, however, 
HE ONLOOKER can induce him to continue 
them from time to time. 

“When a man goes hunting for wild tur 
key,” notes Mr. Blank, “he takes along a 
turkey call’ and a gun.

in 20,000 (?) ever learns to be a first class 
jewelry salesman. And one bad salesman 
in a jewelry store will frighten away more 
customers than the best advertisement in the 
world will bring to the store 

“There are an infinite variety of bad jew 
elry salesmen, but the worst are these——” 

Mr. Blank stops abruptly after having 
mentioned but two of these, but the trade 
will probably agree that he started off in the 
proper order of their importance. 

“The too-ambitious salesman who aims at 
big sales, regardless of the means used 
Honesty of statement is beyond his ken. 
He will guarantee any old thing so long as 
he makes a sale. And he considers a sale 
concluded as soon as the money crosses the 
counter. He has no eye to the future. His 
aim is to make the one day’s record as big 

s possible, without regard to future sales 


to’ the same customer. He can render ut 


terly useless the best advertising ever pub 
lished. 

“Next comes the salesman why 
told not to press sales too urgently for the 
foregoing reasons, and, consequently, doesn’t 
care a copper whether he makes sales oi 
not, and lets the custcmer see that he does 
not.”

SUCCESSFUL CLOCK CONTEST. 





CLOCK contest, conducted by J. H 
Fling, Old Town, Me., proved a suc 

cess in every respect. He used an ordinary 
8-day kitchen clock, such as he retails for 
$3.50. It was wound fully and started at 
12 o'clock, noon, March 3, and placed in 
the central part of his window. — Placards 
were displayed, with notices explaining the 
contest and inviting those who read them 
to “come in and guess how long the clock 
will run.” The person guessing the near 
est to the length of time, in days, hours 
and minutes, the clock would run was to 
receive the clock as a prize. Mr. Fling also 
gave one guess with every 25-cent purchase 

The scheme induced many people to leave 
their watches to be cleaned, and brought 
several new customers for other depart 
ments. As it was not always possible to 
deliver the work at once, Mr. Fling al 
lowed the customer to guess as though the 
cash had been paid. Some of the custom 
ers insisted on paying in advance and, of 
course, Mr. Fling permitted them to do so 
He also offered a prize of $5 to the per 
son whose guess should come within one 
minute of the length of time the clock 
would run. Naturally, there was small 
chance of anybody winning the $5, but it 
was a great drawing card and caused con 
siderable talk, which was good advertising 
and quite in line with the desired effect. 
The guessers were recorded in a book ruled 
for the name, number of days, hours and 
minutes, 

The clock ran 14 days, 2 hours and 26 
minutes. The guesses ran from 8 to 21 
days, the nearest guess to correctness being 
14 days, 2 hours and 15 minutes. Mr.

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SURFACE ACTION OF LENSES. 


HE optician who maintains his profes- 
sional standing and contributes to the 
standing of the profession must be deeply 
versed in the action of lenses. It is not 
enough that he should know what a +8 D. 
lens is in the aggregate and what its focal 
length is and how to compute conjugate 
foci. He must know the action of its re- 
spective surfaces in order to harmonize the 
action to the defects of the eye the lens is to 
correct. A +8D. lens may made in 
many ways and while the action of the lens, 
in air, is the same in amount under vary- 
ing circumstances such action may be dif- 
ferently proportioned between the two sur 
faces in such manner that the action of one 
surface the defects of the ac- 
tion of the opposite surface. Or the cur 
vature of the two surfaces may be such that 
the lens action corrects the finer defects in 
the action of the dioptric surfaces of the 
eye, whose action is composite, consisting of 
the action of four surfaces. 
ILLUSTRATIONS. 

A plano convex lens of +8D. has for 
plane waves or parallel rays, if the con 
vex surface is toward the object, the in- 
dex of the glass being 1.50, an action at its 
respective surfaces of the following: 

Anterior surface + 54% D. 
Posterior plane surface.. + 234 D. 

If the lens is biconvex and of equal cur- 
vature on both sides the action of its re- 
spective surfaces for plane waves or par- 
allel rays is as follows: 

Anterior surface + 23% D. 
Posterior surface + 5% D. 

If the lens is ground with a + 12 D. cur- 
vature upon its anterior surface and a 
—4D. curvature on its posterior surface, 
the action of respective surfaces will be as 
follows for parallel rays: 

Anterior surface +&D 
Posterior surface 0 

By grinding a + 18D. curvature on the 
anterior surface and a 10 D. on the pos 
terior surface, the action of each for par 
allel rays is as follows:

Posterior surface 4D.

It is understood, of course, that an 
8 D. curvature upon glass of 1.60 is not so 
great as upon glass of 1.50 and that the 
12.8 D, and —4.8D. curvatures above re- 
ferred to are curvatures for 1.60 glass. The 
metric curvature of an 8D. lens of 1.50 
glass is 16, but for 1.60 glass it is but 13%.

A convex lens with the plane surface an- 
terior would have an equal dioptric action 
at each surface if the object were at 834% 
m.m. or about 3% in. But if the convex 
surface were anterior, no position of the 
object would divide the work equally be- 
tween the two surfaces. 

These. illustrations are introduced 
show that the question of proportioning the 
action of a lens between its two surfaces is 
practical, quickly computed if one is well 
acquainted with the principles, and will 
eventually be of great value in higher work 
in optometry.

The Making of Large Telescopes. 


Boston, Mass., March 24.—The Alvan 
Clark & Sons Corporation, of Cambridge- 
port, the famous telescope manufacturers, 
have just been awarded the contract for 
constructing the 16-inch refraction: tele- 
for the University of Cincinnati. 
This is a most important piece of work, 
and the securing of it by the Cambridge- 
port corporation is one of the highest hon- 
ors that could be paid them. The work 
will be done under the direction of C. A. R. 
Lundin, who is well known to the leading 
astronomers of the world by reason of the 
famous telescopes that have been entirely 
figured by him. Among them may be 
mentioned the Harvard College (Peru) 13- 
inch, 1887; Harvard College (Peru) 10-inch, 
1990; Lawrence, Kan., refractor, 10-inch, 
1890; Harvard Observatory, 10-inch, 1893; 
United States Naval Observatory, 12-inch, 
1894; United States Naval Observatory, 9- 
inch, 1895; Mexican Government Obser- 
vatory (Grubb objective refigured), 13-inch, 
1899; Lowell Observatory refractory, 24- 
inch, 1895. All of these were from the 
Cambridgeport works, and are among the 
leading telescopes of the world. It will be 
seen that with the exception of the one 
made for the Mexican Observatory, Mr.

Lundin has not had an opportunity to fig 
ure on any of the telescopes of the great 
est power since the death of Alvan G 
Clark, in 1897, because there was a period 
of many months when the affairs of the 
concern were in the hands of trustees who 
were more interested in settling up the 
estate than in figuring on contracts for 
work. In fact, they were waiting for a 
purchaser. 

In April, 1901, the present company wer: 
incorporated. During the latter part of 
the life of Mr. Clark he did little work or 
telescopes, although previous to that, as is 
well known in philosophic circles, he had a 
world-wide reputation. The high standing 
of the works remained undiminished be 
cause Mr. Lundin, with 30 years of 
perience in figuring on telescopes, made 
him a worthy successor of Mr. Clark, when 
he found his powers waning. For the last 
12 years, therefore, Mr. Lundin has per 
sonally figured on a majority of the tele 
scopes manufactured, from the three-inch 
the smallest made, up to the 10-inch, or 
all of the more important objectives that 
have been made. One of the most impor 
tant glasses that has been turned out within 
that period is the Lowell refractor, mad 
for Percival Lowell, for the Observatory at 
Flagstaff, Ariz.. in 1895. While it was 
generally understood that it was the best 
glass made by Alvan G. Clark, the fact is 
it was made and figured entirely by Mr. 
Lundin. That objective is probably one 
of the best ever made by the concern, 
and Professor See, of the United States 
Naval Observatory, says that while it is 
not the largest glass in the world, he con- 
siders it the best. 

The Cincinnati Observatory, for which 
the new telescope is to be made, is under 
the direction of Professor J. G. Porter, 
who has been there for 20 years. It is 
one of the six international latitude 
tions. The specifications for the telescope 
require that the object glass shall be first- 
class achromatic, corrected for optical 
work, with a clear aperture not less than 
15% inches, and focal length not greater 
than 20 feet. The telescope is to be mount- 
ed in the ordinary equatorial manner, the 
necessary antifriction devices being sup 
plied for the polar axis. The driving clock 
with friction regulator and electric con 
trol, will be inclosed in the pillar and ar 
ranged to wind, start and stop from the 
floor. The main right ascension circle will 
be graduated so as to be read by reading 
the telescope from the floor to five seconds 
of time. The main declination circle is to 
be read from eye-end to 30 seconds of arc. 
The illumination of these circles will be 
by oil or gas. The finding circles are to 
be placed upon the pillar at the proper 
height for reading from the floor for set 
ting in right ascension and declination, to 
gether with handles for turning the tele 
scopes. The right ascension is to be grad- 
uated to five minutes of time, with pointer 
or dial driven by an eight-day clock. The 
declination dial is to be graduated to one 
degree. The telescope is to be proved by 
a battery of five negative eye-pieces, suit- 
able for ordinary looking, the powers to 
be about 8&0, 150, 300, 500 and &00; 
one solar eye-piece of approved form. The 
masonry pier, which is already constructed, 
is circular, with a diameter of eight feet

Jewelry and Optical Goods Exported by 
America to Greece. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 24.—Consul 
McGinley, at Athens, makés a report to the 
Department of State, in which he draws 
“attention to errors in an article on the im- 
port trade of Greece which was published 
by the German press” and published in Con- 
sular Reports No. 256, Oct. 29, 1901. There 
being no direct line of transportation be- 
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tween Grecian and American ports, says the 
consul, not more than one-fifth of the im- 
ports from the United States are credited to 
this country. ‘Probably one-fourth to one- 
third of what are termed imports from Ger- 
many are really American goods, import- 
ed by German merchants and reshipped to 
Greece as German articles.” 

Jewelry was one of the lines quoted in 
the German press reports referred to as 
being imported from European countries 
only. Consul McGinley’s investigations show 
that jewelry is also imported from this 
country. American optical apparatus and 
watches are also imported for the Grecian 
trade,

There may be some of these optical col- 
leges that pretend to do so, but they are, 
in almost all instances, self-constituted and, 
therefore, do not carry any weight. It is 
our opinion, and we have reiterated this 
opinion many times, that the best plan for 
the refractionist is to refrain from using 
any misleading terms until such times as 
we have colleges which can legitimately 
confer degrees. See THe CrrcuLar-WEEK- 
LY optical editorials in the issue of March 
12.

This difference is very slight, amounting 
to only 16 one-hundredths of a second of 
time, but the calculations that will be begun, 
soon, are expected to occupy about a year 
Special buildings have been erected, at 
Greenwich, for the accommodation of the 
large staff of mathematicians and astrono- 
mers who will take part in the work. 

The agreement of the Greenwich calcula- 
tors with those of other countries is con- 
sidered absolutely necessary for the determi- 
nation of boundary lines.

Improved Watch Movement Helder Holder.

‘atent No. 694,165, Feb. 1902, to Fred- 
erick Leach, Oradell, N. J. 
HE inventor says that this an im- 
proved watch movement holder, which 
lows movements of different sizes to be 
held either with the dial upward or dial 
downward. In holders of this class here- 
tofore in use, the constructions have been 
such that the holders were adapted either to 
holding the movement with the face down- 
ward, with only a limited capacity for hold- 
ing it with the face in the reverse position. 
It is furthermore provided with a device to 
sustain the “center-staff’’ in order to resist 
the pressure exerted upon it when the min- 
ute hand or the cannon pinion of the watch 
is forced or pressed into the same. It va- 
ries from others in construction and combi- 
nation of parts, as will be explained by the 
following: 

Referring to the accompanying drawings, 
Fig. 1, is a plan of a watch movement hold- 
er constructed in accordance with the in- 
vention and showing in dotted lines the out- 
lines of a watch movement held therein; 
Fig. 2, a side elevation of the holder show- 
ing a watch movement held therein with 
the face of the watch upward; Fig. 3, a ver- 
tical section of the holder, taken centrally 
of the same on the line x x of Fig. 1, show- 
ing also in central vertical section a watch 
movement clamped therein with the face 
upward and a device for sustaining the 
center-staff applied in connection therewith. 
In all the figures like letters of reference 
employed to designate corresponding

parts. 
A indicates the base-plate, upon which 
ire mounted and operated the various parts 
§ the holder. This base-plate may be con- 
structed of any approved form. As shown 
n the drawings, however, it is constructed 
a general triangular form, with a circular 
aperture, a, extending downward through 
center portion, and has rotatively secured 
to its under side a handle or support B, 
whereby it may be conveniently held in the 
nd or fingers of the workman. In the 
nstruction of this handle or support vari- 
us forms may be adopted. The inventor 
refers, however, to construct it in the form 
1own in the drawings, with a cylindrical 
rifice b extending downward axially 
rough the same and with its lower en- 
rged lower portion b* roughened or milled, 
vhereby to insure of a firmer hold being 
taken on the same when desired. For con- 
‘ting this handle or support B with the 
se-plate A various means may be em- 
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ployed. The inventor prefers, however, to 
connect it therewith by a tubular journal C, 
which, fixedly secured within the aperture b 
of the handle or support B by pins or screws 
b*, extends upward through the aperture a 
in the base-plate A and is provided at its 
upper end with an outwardly extending cir- 
cular flange, which overhangs the _base- 
plate, as shown in Fig. 3. By this means 
the handle or support and the base-plate are 





firmly bound together and the former left 
free to be rotated forward or backward 
upon the latter, as may be desired. As thus 
equipped the base-plate A is provided on its 
upper surface near each of its angular por- 
tions with a disk D, which is pivoted thereto 
and has fixedly secured to and extending 
upwardly from its upper side at a point ec- 
centric to its pivot a stud d, which consti- 
tutes one of the jaws of the holder by which 
the watch movement is engaged and firmly 
held when such movement is supplied to the 
holder. With the jaws of the different disks 
thus disposed in eccentric relationship to 
the pivots of their respective carrying disks, 
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their approach toward one another to en- 
gage with a watch movement of a smaller 
diameter or their separation to engage with 
a movement of larger diameter may be ac- 
complished by simply rotating their respec- 
tive carrying disks in one or the other di- 
rection, as may be required. For effecting 
the rotations of these disks in unison vari- 
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ous expedients may be adopted. In 
form of the invention selected for purposes 
of illustration, however, this is accomplished 
from the handle or support B through the 
intermediary of the tubular journal C and 
overhanging circular flange, to which end 
the said flange is provided in its periphery 
with appropriate spur-gear teeth a’, which 
intermesh with the correspondingly shaped 
gear teeth d’, with which each of the disks D 
throughout a portion of its periphery is pro- 
vided. With the disks D thus connected 
with the handle or support B their simulta- 
neous rotation in one or the other direction 
in unison may be effected by simply ro- 
tating the handle or support in the required 
direction, while the base-plate is held sta- 
tionarily in the hands or fingers of the 
workman. 

The form of the jaws d, preferred in 
practice, is shown in the drawings and con- 
sists of an upwardly extending stud, which 
is provided midway of its length with an 
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outwardly extending flange d*, with the por- 
tion immediately above it reduced in diam- 
eter and its upper end d° slightly enlarged 
and made cylindrical for a short distance. 
As thus constructed the flanges, d*, of the 
several jaws serve to receive and support 
the watch movement when supplied to the 
holder with its face downward, in which 
case the face E rests upon the flanges and 
extends outward, with the upper plate or 
plates E* of the works in the reduced por- 
tion of the jaws immediately above. On 
the other hand, the upper cylindrical por- 
tions d° of these jaws serve to receive and 
support the watch movement when supplied 
thereto with the face uppermost, the said 
ends, which are so constructed as to afford 
sharp corners at their intersections with 
the cylindrical sides, engaging with the re- 
duced portion of the plate or plates of the 
movement immediately beneath the face E, 
as shown in Figs. 2 and 3. 

With the jaws constructed and disposed 
as described they will be normally held at 
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the points of nearest approach to the axis of 
the cylindrical aperture that extends down- 
ward through the journal C, as shown by 
full lines in Figs. land 3. To this end the in- 
ventor makes use of the spring f, which, coil 
ed around the tubular journal C in a suitable 
recess c, formed around the latter, is con- 
nected at one of its ends with this journal 
and at its other is connected with the base- 
plate A, as shown at c and c’, in Fig. 3. By 
this means, as will be seen, not only will 
the jaws d be normally held at their inner- 
most positions when free from a watch 
movement, but a tendency to return to 
those positions will be imparted to them by 
the action of the spring and the watch move 
ment supplied to the holder thereby firmly 
clamped therein. 

In some instances it may be found desir- 
able to pivot the disks D to the upper sur- 
face of the base-plate A, in which cases the 
tubular journal will be made of a sufficient 
length to permit of the overhanging flange 
a’ extending upward to the proper height to 
bring its teeth in engagement with those 
upon the disks. The inventor prefers to 
pivot them in circular chambers c’*, formed 
in the upper surface of the base-plate, and 
to so construct the tubular journal C that 
the teeth in the periphery of its overhanging 
flange a‘ will engage with those formed 
upon their peripheries. 

In order to sustain the center staff e of 
the watch movement and resist the pressure 
applied thereto when the minute hand e’, 
the cannon pinion, or other appropriate 
part of the watch is being forced downward 
upon it, the inventor makes use of a block 
or plug H, which, fitted at its lower end / 
to the aperture extending downward 
through the tubular journal C and provid- 
ed at its upper end with a flange /’, that is 
adapted to extend outward over the upper 
end of such journal is provided with a 
screw H', which is threaded axially 
through the same and is provided at its 
upper end with a reduced portion /’, that 
is adapted to engage with the lower end of 
the center staff, as shown in Fig. 3. 

With the block or plug inserted in the 
aperture formed through the tubular jour- 
nal C and a watch movement / inserted 
between the jaws d the upper end /° of the 
screw H* will be brought into line with the 
center-staff e¢ and may then be adjusted 
upward or downward to bring its upper end 
against or to carry it away from the lower 
end of the center-staff by simply turning 
the screw H* in the proper direction by 
means of the knob K. When brought into 
contact with the lower end of the center- 
staff, all downward strain or pressure ap- 
plied to the upper end of the latter, for 
whatever purpose, will be transferred there- 
to and resisted and the breaking or dis- 
lodgment of the jewel thereby entirely ob- 
viated. The plug H, being loosely fitted to 
the interior of the tubular journal C, the 
support containing it may when not re- 
quired to resist pressure applied to the 
upper end of the center-staff be removed 
from the holder by simply detaching it 
therefrom after the movement has been re- 
leased from the jaws. and the holder then 
employed withdut it. 

It will thus be seen that the inventor 
produces a holder for watch movements 
which is extremely simple in construction 
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and which not only permits of the holding 
of the watch movement when supplied 
thereto, either side up or down, but affords, 
when required, a firm sustaining means for 
the center-staff, whereby all pressure ex- 
erted downward upon it is resisted and the 
liability of all damage to and dislodgment 
of its under jewel entirely obviated. 

CoMMENT:—We think this movement 
holder will be of great benefit, especially to 
those repairing watches of American make, 
as nearly all such watches have the center 
wheel and cannon pinion arbor made out 
of a single piece, which is not the case in 
foreign watches. This movement holder, 
which is very easy to handle, keeps the 
movement automatically always in the cen- 
ter of the holder, so that the support given 
to the pivot of the center arbor by the ad- 
justable screw of the holder is perfect, This 
is a long-felt desideratum, and the device 
will dissipate all fear of breaking a center 
pivot jewel, after one has thoroughly re- 
paired and cleaned a fine watch. We would 
suggest to the inventor that in order to 
make his tool of more general use, to pro 
vide it with at least two center arbor sup- 
port screws: one at its upper end, with a 
reduced portion h*, as shown in Fig. 3, to 
hold the pivot of the center arbor of the 
American made movement, and another 
with a much less reduced portion, so as to 
be better adapted for the use of the for 
eign watches, such as have a loose cannon 
arbor and a hollow center pinion.

|’ these modern times of alcohol and even 
of alcoholism, it was certain that horol 
ogy would become acquainted with this 
more or less useful or harmful liquid. At 
the Exposition at the Grand Palace, wher« 
alcohol was used for lighting and in motors, 
horologists were well represented, and if 
alcohol was not to be seen in their pre- 
cincts, it is not less true that it has come 
into use in clockmaking, at least, as a cur- 
iosity, though in practice, the usual wind- 
ing apparatus has not yet met with serious 
competition 

A recent invention consists in the auto- 
matic rewinding of the movement. In other 
respects the mechanism is not changed. Al- 
cohol is utilized in consequence of its great 
variation in volume under the frequent 
changes of surrounding temperature. The 
alcohol receiver is composed of two hollow 
lateral copper columns, which connect the 
platform to the pedestal and sufficiently 
solid not to undergo any change of form, 
and of a central column fixed at the base 
to the frame of the pedestal and free at its 
upper extremity. This column, communicat- 
ing with the two first by stiff pipes con- 
cealed in the pedestal, is of thin folded 
copper, the folds being near each other and 
quite deep, so that it can be lengthened or 
shortened in the alcohol receiver by the ac- 
tion of the incompressible liquid, and of the 
variation of the temperature, on account of 
the elasticity of the copper, which acts as a 
bellows. A considerable quantity of alco- 
hol is employed. This is very sensitive to 
the least variations of temperature, while 
its action is almost instantaneous, on ac- 
count of the great conductibility of the 
copper. 

The arrangement for utilizing the varia- 
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tions in length of the central tube for wind 
ing the mainspring of the train is particu 
larly ingenious, for it is necessary to guard 
against frequent variations of temperature 
which might wind the spring beyond the re 
quired limit. 

As will be seen from the illustration, the 
central pipe has above the folded part a: 
arbor on which two cranks are jointe: 
The cranks descending towards the pedest: 
connect the extremities of the small arm 
of two diverging elbowed levers, which ap 
pear in the front of the apparatus. The 
are strengthened on the other side of tl 
folded copper tube to prevent the latter fro: 
getting out of true. The two levers co: 
siderably amplify the movement occasioned 
by the dilation of the liquid. At their sec 
ond extremity are attached two pliant steel

ribbons rolling on the other part in th 
Same direction on the barrel arbor, whic! 
has a strong spring. The barrel being fixed, 
the spring is tightened by the action of the 
levers, which, drawing on the steel ribbons 
when the central pipe is dilated, cause them 
to unroll and the arbor on which they ar 
fixed to revolve. When, on the contrary 
the pipe is shortened, the spring tends to 
relax, but by the intermediation of a tooth 
ed roller attached to its arbor, it acts on a 
click, which actuates the winding of the 
mainspring of the train. The action of 
the winding is limited by the fact that the 
first spring, being only a little stronger tha: 
that of the train, its action is arrested at th: 
position of equilibrium of tension between 
the two opposing springs. 

Experience has shown that under 
nary conditions of a room the variations of 
temperature are amply sufficient for effect 
ing the winding; for the steel ribbons aré 
usually soft and the position of equilibrium 
of the two springs almost always secured 

The plan of this automatic rewinding 1s 
unquestionably curious. But it must be 
acknowledged that the object, as a whole, 
is not very decorative and that the parts. 
although simple, are somewhat cumber 
some. In our Opinion, a more artistic ap 
pearance might be given to the apparatus

ANSWER :—For fancy coloring of 
objects of metal the following recipes can 
be made use of: 

1. A solution of sulphur is made in the 
following manner: Dissolve four ounces of 
the hyposulphite of soda in 1% pints ot 
water, and then add a solution of 1 ounce 
of acetate of lead in the same quantity of 
water. Articles to be colored are placed 
into the mixture, which is then gradually 
heated to a boiling point. The effect of this 
solution is to give iron the effect of blue 
steel; zinc becomes bronze, and copper or 
brass becomes successively yellowish, red, 
scarlet, deep blue, light blue, bluish-white, 
and, finally, white, with a tinge of rose. This 
solution has no effect on lead or tin. 2. By 
replacing the acetate of lead jn the solution 
by sulphate of copper, brass becomes first 
of a fine rosy tint, then green, and, finally, 
of an iridescent brown color. Zinc does not 
color in this solution; it throws down a 
precipitate of brown sulphuret of copper; 
but if boiled in a solution containing both 
lead and copper, it becomes covered with a 
black adherent crust, which may be im- 
proved by a thin coating of wax. 3. If the 
lead solution be thickened with a little gum 
tragacanth, and patterns be traced with it 
on brass, which is afterward heated to 
212° F., and then plunged in solution No. |. 
a good marked effect is produced. 

According to the prevailing fashion, the 
small metallic articles used for ladies’ or- 
naments, such as buttons, buckles, clasps, 
etc., have different colored films produced 
on them by various methods. Some of these 
oxidized silver. Rainbow 
on brass buttons by 
stringing them on a copper wire by the 
eyes, and dipping them into a bath of 
plumbate of soda freshly prepared by boil- 
ing litharge in caustic soda and pouring it 
into a porcelain dish. A linen bag of finely 
pulverized litharge or hydrated oxide of 
lead is suspended in the solution, so as to 
keep up the original. strength of the solu 
tion. While the buttons are in this solution 
they are touched, one after the other, with a 
platinum wire connected with the positive 
pole of a battery until the desired color ap 
pears. The galvanic current employed must 
not be too strong. The colors are more 
brilliant if the articles are heated after they 
have been rinsed and dried. 

Colored films are more conveniently pro 
duced upon bright brass by different chem- 
icals, by painting with them or by immer- 
sion. For example: Golden yellow—By 
dipping a perfectly neutral solution of ace 
tate of copper. Dull grayish-green—Re 
peatedly painting with»very dilute solution 
of chloride of* copper. Purple—Heating 
them hot and rubbing over with a tuft of 
cotton saturated with chloride of antimony. 
Golden red—A paste made of four parts of

In covering an article with any colored 
bronze in powder, it is first rubbed with a 
very little linseed oil, and the bronze dusted 
evenly over it from a dust bag. It is after 
ward heated in an iron pan to about 480° F 
In recent times small articles are also rough- 
dipping into strong nitric acid, 
and, after washing and drying, they are 
coated with a rapidly drying alcohol var- 
nish that has been colored yellow with pic 
ric acid, red with fuchsine, purple with 
nethyl violet, or dark blue with an aniline 
blue. This gives the desired color with a 
beautiful metallic luster. These latter colors 
are not very durable, and are used for infe-

Question No. 73.—Please inform me 
what preparation and ingredients are 
used in quicksilvering or making a back 
ground on mirrors and give me a name of 
some house from whom I can get the in- 
gredients. [. 3. 

ANSWER :—To make a background for a 
mirror, correspondent should procure a 
large piece of tinfoil that will cover the sur- 
face to be coated and someymercury. The 
tinfoil is laid out on a flat marble surface 
and pressed until all wrinkles are removed, 
after which the mercury is poured over it 
until it is ahout 1-32d of an inch deep. Then 
the glass, which has been thoroughly clean- 
ed with strong nitric acid and water, is 
warmed and slid upon the mercury in such 
a manner that most of the mercury is re- 
moved and the glass allowed to rest per- 
fectly flat. If this is carefully done there 
will be no air bubbles between the glass 
and mercury. Then the glass is weighted 
down and allowed to’ remain in that posi- 
tion for several days. _We think the ma- 
terials needed can be obtained through any 
first class drug house or from Geo. L. Claf- 
lin & Co., Providence, R. IL. 

Question No. 74.—Aindly inform me (1) 
how to make oxidize black on silver, to use 
brush or dip; (2) also green gold for clec- 


tro-plating. It is very dark; some may 
call it Indian green. 
ANSWER :—A_ black oxidize can be ob- 


tained on silver by dipping the article into 
a dilute solution of mercury in water, and 
then brushing it with a newly made solu 
tion of liver-of-sulphur. (2) A green gold 
deposit can be obtained by adding a 
certain proportion of cyanide of silver to 
the Roman coloring solution. We cannot 
give exact proportions for this solution, as 
much depends on the skill of the workman, 
strength of current, temperature, etc. Cor

ANSWER :—If you have to solder a gold 
or composition spring, there is no means 
for preventing it becoming soft. The best 
plan is to put in a new spring or catch. 

Question No. 77.—How can | make 
good liquid silver polish, one that will d» 
the work satisfactorily and wil! not settl 
after it has been bottled a short time?

ANSWER :—Most all of the liquid polishes 
settle after they have been set aside for a 
while. Therefore, nearly all instructions 
given with the cleaning liquids read, “Shake 
thoroughly before use.” The following is a 
good receipt for a liquid silver polish 
though we cannot guarantee that it will 
not settle: Spirits of camphor, 8 drachms; 
liquor of ammonia, 4 drachms; prepared 
chalk, 16 oz.; turpentine, 4 0z.; alcohol, 2 
oz. Apply with a sponge and allow to dry 
before polishing. If the polish is for your 
own use you may take a solution of cyanide 
of potassium, 12 oz. cyanide to 1 quart 
water; immerse the silver, brush it with a 
stiff brush until clean, wash and dry. 

Question No, 78—Can you tell me, 
please, how to remove varnish stains from 
silk covered trays? J. W. Q. 

ANSWER :—Rub with a piece of linen or 
a sponge dipped into benzine or ether, fol- 
lowed by soapsuds. Avoid hard rubbing 
Stains of paint or varnish, after being soft- 
ened with olive oil or fresh butter, may 
generally be removed by the same means 
as ordinary grease spots, i. ¢., benzine, ether, 
and mild soap, used very cautiously. 

Question No. 79.—One of my customers 
wants to have tattooing marks removed; 
can you give me a method to do it? 

H.S. O. 

ANSWER:—(1) The operation is per 
formed by applying nitric acid with the 
stopper of the bottle (a better instrument 
would be a glass rod pointed, to carry the 
acid), just sufficient to cover the stain, so 
as to avoid making a larger scar than need- 
ful, the acid to remain about one and a half 
half minutes until the cutis vera is pene 
trated, and a crusted appearance shown; 
then washed off with clean, cold water. In 
a few days after this treatment a scab forms, 
which contains the tattoo mark or stain; re 
move it, and should inflammation super 
vene, poultice and bathe with warm water 
In this way the skin, with the stain, is not 
only removed, almost painlessly, but the 
nitric acid at the same time. to a certain 
extent, seems to decolorize the stain. Of 
course, large tattoo marks, greatly extend 
ing over the surface, must necessitate the 
operation being performed differently. (2) 
Dr. Variot, of the Paris Biological Society, 
advises the following method: Tattoo the 
skin in the usual way with a concentrated 
solution of tannin, following the original 
design. Then apply a crayon of nitrate of 
silver until the part tattooed with the tan- 
nin blackens. Wipe off excess of moisture 
and allow matters to take their own course. 
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Slight pain continues for two to four days, 


and after two months the cicatrix which 
results will almost disappear.—American 
Druggist. 

QueEsTION No. 80.—Give me, please, a re- 
eipt for a lacquer for preserving metals 
from being tarnished. W. M. H. 

\NSWER:—A lacquer for brass is made 


by dissolving ordinary gum shellac in al 
cohol; one-quarter pound of shellac to a 
pint of alcohol is the ordinary proportion. 
For this purpose the cheap wood alcohol is 
quite as good as the more expensive sub 
stance distilled from grain. Of course, it 
is to be understood that more or less shel 
lac can be used according as the lacquer is 
desired to be thick or thin. To give the 
lacquer color, that is, make it resemble pale 
or dark gold, or even red, various gum 
resins are dissolved along with the gum 
shellac. For a light gold color gum gam 
boge is used; for dark gold, cape aloes are 
employed. To give a red hue, dragon’s 
blood is made use of. For a white, trans 
parent lacquer dissolve gum sandarach in 
wood alcohol. 

Question No. 81.—Can you tell me where 
! can obtain, at a moderate price, mstruc- 
tions in enameling on gold and platinum?

QuEsTIOn No. 3.—My way, or the way | 
was taught to center a balance or pinion is 
If the staff is not too hard and 
if one is using a wire chuck or a cement 
chuck, find a chuck that will fit the staff 
just friction-tight, but will not spread the 
chuck. See that the staff runs true when 
tightened in the chuck. If it not, 
loosen the staff and turn it around in the 
chuck, when it will come true; if the staff 
and chuck are true. Then if the staff is not 
hard, take a fine pointed graver. I 
sharpen my graver on three sides with a 
fine cutting point, the same as I would for 
turning the pivot. When the staff is in the 
lathe all right I take off the tail stock and 
fine needle, with a good point, put 
staff, so that the graver will cut the center 
of the staff. It is best to take the oilstone 
and stone off the end of staff straight. Then 
put the graver on the T-rest of the lathe 
and hold the point of the graver on the 
center of the staff; press a little until a 
small dot is made in the end of the staff. 
You will no doubt find a small burr or teat 
in this hole. The way to test this is: Takea 
fine needle, with a good point, put the 
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needie into a pinslide or vise, and put it in 
the hole made in the end of the staff, and if 
the needle jumps and doesn’t run true, take 
the’ graver, the same as before, and push 
up a little; that will take out the burr or 
small teat. 

If the staff is too hard and is still in the 
balance take a small 22 cartridge, fill it with 
solder or lead, melt it and while the metal 
is hot take the tweezers and hold the bal 
ance staff in the hot lead until the staff as- 
sumes a light blue. The staff will drill nice 
ly and not spoil the balance at all. Afie1 
the hole is drilled and cleaned out the plug 
must be filed nearly straight in order to 
stick well. If one wants to know how to 
prepare the hole, in case he should break off 
the pivot in turning it, just put a small piece 
of common solder in the bottom of the 
hole and drive the plug down on the solder 
of the hole in the staff; then if he breaks 
the plug just put in, heat the staff and the 
solder will blow the plug out. Could state 
how to do the same job on a bow lathe, but 
many watch repairers can’t handle the bow 
lathe or Jacot pivot lathe.—C. S. Rutledge, 
St. Joseph, Mich.

It will be, I be 
lieve, of material benefit alike to the ex 
porters and to the importers of Carrara 
marble throughout the world 

“The trade between Carrara and _ the 
United States has, during the past yea 
(1901), shown a decided increase. From an 
average annual exportation of about $575, 
000 during the 10 previous years, it has 
suddenly jumped to $761,812.50 for 1901 
This advance of about 30 per cent. has 
brought the exportations to the highest 
point of which I have any record, and from 
present indications there will be no falling 
off in the amount during this year.
